A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Youhannaie (Pat. No. 5,344,105). 

Youhannaie teaches a method of providing a user of a first user equipment with 
navigation guidance including generating 24 location information regarding a second 
user equipment 20 configured for wireless communication while the second user 
equipment is moving along a path of movement, generating (abstract, lines 18-19) 
navigation information based on the location information substantially in real-time, and 
presenting (abstract, lines 15-21) navigation guidance by means of a first user 
equipment 30 based on the generated navigation information for enabling a user of the 
first user equipment 30 to follow the second user equipment (20 or 28). 

With regard to claims 22-27, Youhannaie teaches a mobile user equipment and a 
communication system including positioning means 24 for generating location 
information regarding a mobile user equipment 20 while a mobile user equipment is 
moving along a path of movement, controller for generating (abstract, lines 18-19) 
navigation information based on the location information substantially in real-time, and a 
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user interface for presenting (abstract, lines 15-21 ) navigation guidance for a mobile 
user based on the generated navigation information for enabling the mobile user 30 to 
follow the mobile user equipment (20 or 28). 

3. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipate by Keller et 
al (Pat No. 6,463,374). 

Keller et al teach a method of providing a user of a first user equipment with 
navigation guidance including generating 110 location information regarding a second 
user equipment (the first form line; abstract, line 2-3) configured for wireless 
communication while the second user equipment is moving along a path of movement, 
generating 124 navigation information based on the location information substantially in 
real-time, and presenting (124; fig. 5) navigation guidance by means of a first user 
equipment based on the generated navigation information for enabling a user of the first 
user equipment (a second form line) to follow the second user equipment (the first form 
line; abstract, line 2-3). 

With regard to claims 22-27, Keller et al teach a mobile user equipment and a 
communication system including positioning means for generating 110 location 
information regarding a mobile user equipment while a mobile user equipment (the first 
form line; abstract, line 2-3) is moving along a path of movement, controller for 
generating 124 navigation information based on the location information substantially in 
real-time, and a user interface for presenting (124; fig. 5) navigation guidance for a 
mobile user based on the generated navigation information for enabling the mobile user 
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(a second form line) to follow the mobile user equipment (the first form line; abstract, 
line 2-3).
